Do F a r m e r * H a n d E n o u g h 7 
Is It not true that many farmer* read very 
little, hardly enough of tho news of the day to 
keep posted In regard to the current event* of 
our own country, to gay nothing of the for­ 
eign uews? Further, do they read that which 
pertains lo their business? trying to Improve 
the mind upon the great study of agriculture. 
This class do not seem to realize how much 
education and improvement of the mind bas to 
do with farming. They count strong hands and 
muscle as the only requisites for successful 
farming. 
They depend altogether too much 
upon the weather and circumstances, and too 
little on skillful, intelligent management for 
succe33 in their business. 
We know there are 
some who will say that this is not true—that 
many Ignorant, unread men aro quite as suc­ 
cessful in tilling the soil as those who read.— 
But we think we can point out some of tile 
reasons to show that the same men could do 
better if more brain labor were applied lu 
connection with Hie labor of the muscles.— 
In the first place, mind Is regarded as the 
measure of tho man in every other profession; 
and all other business succeeds in proportion 
to Hie active knowledge and intelligence the 
man lins who manages it. 
Why should ll not 
be so with tho farmer? 
Much us wo value 
bone and muscle, brains aro tho most impor­ 
tant. 
The body is but Hie tool, tho mind is 
the hand ihat works it. 
it is to education 
and progress in the aria and sciences that all 
our enlightened and civilized countries owe 
their greatness. The barbarous buro strength 
of boily, and in many countries superior soil 
and climate lo our own. 
Why has this coun­ 
try become groat and prosperous except for 
its superior culture of the mind ? Intelligence 
is strength, aud whatever power or influence 
a people possess, must be developed through 
the Intelligence of that people. 
But, to apply It more practically to the bual- 
ness of farming, we would say that iii no in­ 
duct iul pursuit is tho improvement of the 
in I od—education in the things which pertain 
to the profession—more important. 
The de­ 
sired culture and Information can be gained 
unduly through reading. 
New and valuable 
ideas gained by reading and study will bo as 
so much capital to him. 
A reader is general­ 
ly a mail of knowledge and culture, and he 
acts in proportion to his knowledge. 
We 
should read more agricultural books and pa­ 
pers, and if we can by reading ascertain a 
bettor way of doing any kind of farm-work, 
or make any advances whatever in theory or 
practice that would benefit us, we should be 
prepared at once to adopt it. 
lf we have a 
farm of poor soil to be brought up to a cer­ 
tain standard, let us study the science of ag­ 
riculture and the means best and most eco­ 
nomically adapted to improve it as rapidly as 
possible. 
If we are the fortunate possessors 
of a soil ricli in all the elements of fertility, it 
should lie oar constant aim and study to keep 
it so, and see that no injudicious system is 
pursued in its cultivation, and that its natur­ 
al fertility remains unimpaired, but constantly 
improved. 
This applies also lo every depart­ 
ment of Hie business, whether it lie in the cul­ 
tivation of crops or the raising of stock. 
A farmer’s library, books and papers, which 
are in Hie reach of everybody, will develop 
an i improve iii" mind, so that farming will be 
done on correct business principles.—Netr 
Kl»jl'in<I Homos! ad. 


V a l u e o f u C e d a r S w a m p . 
Mr. Joseph Day, of Wenham, some years 
ago bought a small farm, on which was a ce­ 
dar swamp of three acres. 
The va'uo of the 
swamp was reckoned ut 160 an acre, aliout 
Hie value of Hie wood on it. 
It was connect­ 
ed witli a pond, whose surface was but little 
below that of the swamp. 
A 
thinking, in­ 
dustrious man, Mr. Day believed he might 
make this swamp, apparently of no value, a 
source of great profit, and about ten years 
ago laid bis plans accordingly. 
Ile worked 
at hts trade as shoemaker in the forenoon,mid 
spent the afternoon oil his land, as much time 
as (Miscible on Hie swamp, 
lie Qrst cut oil* 
the wool), selling it for $40 au acre. He then 
toweled the outlet of the pond, so as lo tiring 
its surface seven feet below the swamp, and 
cut ditches through it to drain it thoroughly. 
Ile dug out the stamps of the trees, muuy of 
H»em the remains of trees cut ort' years ago, 
aud thus secured w ood enough lo last bis fam­ 
ily for year*. 
Ile look od two feet of mud, 
mauing about OOO cords to the acre, which 
lie lias sold for $1.50 a cord, or at the rate of 
$2,700 for Hie three acres. Some of the mud 
bs burned with pieces of slump, and sold for 
$5 a cord. 
After the mud was removed he 
planted cranberry vines, aud this year took 
oil three aud a half bushels to the rod, sell- 
i ig them for $4 a bushel, or at the rate of 
over $2,000 an acre. 
The mud bas not been 
as yet all removed, aud but a small part plant­ 
ed with cranberry vineg, but next Spring he 
will plant an acre, and in two or three years 
have the swamp entirely changed to a cran­ 
berry ?! endow. 
Ho has so far sold to the 
amount ol $2,000, mainly from the mud.— 
Wnen done lie ex a cts an annual income of 
$G,OOO from the cranberries. It should be add­ 
ed, w ital is cert ai aly remarkable,that all the la­ 
bor, three days’ work only excepted, has been 
done by Mr. Day’s owu hand*. 
We know of 
no better example of what one man can do 
with a cedar swamp.—Massachusetts Plough­

I u|>og ra p ii) an d Ibis T eleg ra p h , 
A very Ingenious invention bas recently 
l»een exhibited by M. Dupuy do Lome, at the 
French Academy of .Sciences. 
It consists in 
a mode of sending a plan or to|H)graphical 
sketch by telegraph, without necessitating 
a special drawing for the purpose. 
Over Hic 
map already made is laid a semicircular plate 
of glass, the circumference of which is grad- 
unled. 
At the centre is an alidade, also 
graduated, which carries, on a slide, a piece 
of mica nurki’d with a blado-point. 
The lat­ 
ter, by its own movement along Hie alidade 
aud also by that of tho alidade itself, can Im) 
brought over every point in the glass semicir­ 
cle. Just before the plate is a fixed eye-piece. 
Looking through this, the black dot is carried 
successively over all tbs points of the plan to 
be reproduced and Hie polar coordidates of 
each noted. 
The uuinbcrs thus obtained are 
transmitted by telegraph. 
The receiving de- 
vice is analogous to that just described, but a 
simple point is substituted for the mica dot, 
and by it the designated positions on tho 
glass are successively marked.

Is It not trae that many farmeri read very 
little, hardly enough of the news of the day to 
keep posted In regard to the current events of 
our owu country, to say nothing ql the for­ 
eign news ? Further, do they read that which 
pertains to their business ? trying to Improve 
the mind upon the great study of agriculture. 
This class do not seem to realize bow much 
education and Improvement of the mind has to 
do with farming. They count strong hands and 
muscle as the only requisites for successful 
farming. They depend altogether too much 
upon the weather and circumstances, and too 
little on skillful, iulelligent management for 
success intheir business. We know there ore 
some who will say that this is not true—that 
many ignorant, unread men are quite as suc­ 
cessful in tilling the soil as tho3e who read.— 
But we think wo can point out some of the 
reasons to show that the same men could do 
better if more brain labor were applied iu 
connection with the labor of the muscles.— 
In the lirat place, mind Is regarded as the 
measure of tho man in every other profession; 
and all other business succeeds in proportion 
to the active knowledge and intelligence the 
man has who manages it. Why should ii not 
be so with the farmer? Much as wo value 
bone and muscle, brains are tho most impor­ 
tant. The body is but the tool, the mind is 
the hand that works it. It is to education 
and progress in the arts and sciences that all 
our enlightened and civilized countries owe 
their greatness. The barbarous have strength 
of body, and in many countries superior soil 
and climate to our own. Why has this coun­ 
try become great and prosperous except for 
its superior culture of the mind ? Intelligence 
is strength, and whalever power or influence 
a people possess, must be developed through 
the Intelligence of that people. 
But, to apply it more practically to the busi­ 
ness of farming, wo would say that in no in­ 
dustrial pursuit is the improvement of the 
miod—education in the things which pertain 
to the profession—more important. The de­ 
sired culture and information can be gained 
mainly through reading. New and valuable 
ideas gained by reading and study will be as 
so much capital to him. A reader is general­ 
ly a man of knowledge and culture, and he 
acts in proportion to his knowledge. Wc 
should read more agricultural books and pa­ 
pers, and if wc can by reading ascertain a 
better way of doing any kind of farm-work, 
or make any advances whatever in theory or 
practice that would bencCt us, we should he 
prepared at once to adopt it. If we have a 
farm of poor soil to be brought up to a cer­ 
tain standard, let us study the science of ag­ 
riculture and the means best and most eco­ 
nomically adapted to improve it as rapidly as 
possible. If we are the fortunate possessors 
of a soil rich in all the elements of fertility, it 
should be our constant aim and study to keep 
it so, and see that no injudicious system is 
pursued iu its cultivation, and that its uatur- 
al fertility remains unimpaired, but constantly 
improved. This applies also to every depart­ 
ment of the business, whether it be in the cul­ 
tivation of crops or the raising of stock. 
A farmer’s library, books and papers,which 
are in the reach of everybody, will develop 
and improve the mind, so that farming will be 
done on correct business principles.—New 
England Homestead.

CANNOT BE BEAT.

V a lu e o f a C e d a r S w a m p . 
Mr. Joseph Day, oí Werdiam, some years 
ago bought a small farm, on which was a ce­ 
dar swamp of three acres. The valuo of the 
swamp was reckoned at $50 an acre, about 
the value of the wood on it. It was connect­ 
ed with a pond, whose surface was but little 
below that of the swamp. A thinking, in­ 
dustrious man, Mr. Day believed he might 
make this swamp, apparently of no value, a 
source of great profit, and about ten years 
ago laid his plans accordingly. He worked 
at his trade as shoemaker in the forenoon,and 
spent ihe afternoou on his land, as much time 
as possible on the swamp, lie first cut off 
the wood, selling it for $40 an acre. He then 
lowered the outlet of the pond, so as to bring 
its surface seven feet below the swamp, and 
cut dilches through it to drain it thoroughly, 
lie dug out the stumps of the trees, many of 
them the remains of trees cut off years ago, 
and thus secured wood enough to last bis fam­ 
ily for years. lie took oil two feet of mud, 
making about COO cords to the acre, which 
he has sold for $1.50 a cord, or at the rate of 
$2,700 for the three acres. Some of the mud 
he burned with pieces of stump, and sold for 
$5 a cord. After the mud was removed he 
planted cranberry vines, and this year took 
oil three and a half bushels to the rod, sell­ 
ing them for SI a bushel, or at the rate of 
over $2,000 an acre. The mud has not been 
as yet all removed, and but a small part plant­ 
ed with cranberry vines, but next Spring he 
will plant an acre, and in two or three years 
have the swamp entirely changed to a cran­ 
berry meadow. Ho has so far sold to the 
amount of $2,000, mainly from the mud.— 
Wnen done lie expects an annual income of 
$6,000 from the cranberries. It should be add­ 
ed, what is certainly remarkable,that all the la­ 
bor, three days’ work only excepted, has been 
done by Mr. Day’s owu hands. We know of 
no better example of what one man can do 
with a cedar swamp.—Massachusetts Plough­ 
man.

T o p o g r u p liy a n d ll» e T c lo g r u p h . 
A very ingenious invention has recently 
been exhibited by M. Dupuy de Lome, at the 
French Academy of Sciences. It consists in 
a mode of sending a plan or topographical 
sketch by telegraph, without necessitating 
a special drawing for the purpose. Over the 
map already made is laid a semicircular plate 
of glass, tho circumference of which is grad­ 
uated. At the centre is an alidade, also 
graduated, which carries, on a slide, a piece 
of mica marked with a blade-point. The lat­ 
ter, by its own movement along the alidade 
and also by that of tho alidade itself, can he 
brought over every point in the glass semicir­ 
cle. Just before the plate is a fixed eye-piece. 
Looking through this, the black dot is earned 
successively over all the points of the plan to 
bo reproduced and the polar coordidates of 
each noted. The numbers thus obtained are 
transmitted by telegraph. The receiving de­ 
vice is analogous to that ju3t described, hut a 
simple point is substituted for the mica dot, 
and by it tho designated positions on tho 
glass are successively marked. 
—A Boston paper thinks that the man who 
plunged beneath the ice and saved a lady 
from drowning, In that state recently, should 
be rewarded with the lady’s hand. Let that 
man accept such a reward, and half the un­ 
married women in Massachusetts will be un­ 
der the ice within four and twenty hours.—

soldiers.

The amount of the tedious details is 
about this: 
Batter, who seems at present to 
be tho head centro of mundane affairs, so far 
as they relate to tho United States, la at tho 
bottom or tho whole operation of course. 
Ho 
caused tho Insertion of a clause In one of tho 
appropriation bills giving ttie.Secretary of the 
Treasury authority to put out tho job of col­ 
lecting the unpaid revenue dues of the gov­ 
ernment to three private citizens, paying 
them any percentage for this sorvicehe should 
see fit. 
These collectors were also to have the 
use of the entire machinery of tho government 
in the prosecution of their contracts. 
Pursu­ 
ant to this very singular .legislation the con­ 
tract was first awarded to Malcolm Campbell, 
then to John Clark, bath ol whom threw It up 
successively; when It finally fell Into the hands 
of John D. Sanborn who has up to this day 
enjoyed an exclusive monopoly of the business. 
The cushion ou this very easy seat of Mr. 
Sanborn was padded by the fact that he had 
little or none of the actual work to do. 
After 
obtaining from the revenue offices a list of de­ 
linquents, so far as ascertained by them, Mr. 
Sanborn told the regular officers that he ex. 
peeled them to go ahead aud collect the mon­ 
ey. 
We should have said that his contract 
paid him Uftv per cent., or one-half, oa all re­ 
ceipts. 
There Is no proof that ho ever actual­ 
ly brought to light a single case of delinquen­ 
cy through any exertion of bis own, but that 
he merely profited by cases already discovered 
and put on the books of the regular officer. 
There are about 3,005 of these cases under tho 
contracts already awarded and thou sonde 
more iu pro3|>ect. 
The amounts collected us 
reported to tho Treasury aggregate the neat 
sum total of $127,000, of which Mr. San I Kirn’s 
share is $213,500. 
This tool and ally of But- 
ler's will not realize less than from $10,000,OJO 
to $15,OO!),OOO from the arrangem ent, unless 
Congress interferes with it.

KEGULAU DISPATCHES TO DAILY FREEMAN 


T be S an b orn F raud*. 
The fall figures are now published of the 
corrupt scheme entitled the Sanborn con­ 
tracts. The amount of the tedious details is 
about this: Batter, who seems at present to 
be the head centre of mundane affairs, eo far 
as they relate to the United States, is at tha 
bottom of the whole operation of coarse. He 
caused the Insertion of a clause In one of the 
appropriation bills giving Ibe Secretary of the 
Treasury authority to put out the job of col­ 
lecting the unpaid revenue dues of the gov­ 
ernment to three private citizens, paying 
them any percentage for this service he should 
see fit. These collectors were also to have the 
use of the entire machinery or tbe government 
iu the prosecution of their contracts. Pursu­ 
ant to this very singular , legislation the con­ 
tract was first awarded to Malcolm Campbell, 
then to Johu Clark, both of whom threw it up 
successively; when it finally fell into the bands 
oí John D. Sanborn who has up to this day 
enjoyed an exclusive monopoly or the business. 
The cushion ou this very easy seat of Mr. 
Sanborn was padded by tbe fact that he had 
little or none of the actual work to Jo. After 
obtaining from the revenue offices a list of de­ 
linquents, so fur as ascertained by them, Mr. 
Sanborn tokl the regular officers tbat he ex. 
pected them to go ahead and collect the mon­ 
ey. We should have said that his contract 
paid him fifty per cent., or one-half, on all re­ 
ceipts. There is no proof that he ever actual­ 
ly brought to light a single casa of delinquen­ 
cy through any exertion of his own, but that 
lie merely profited by case3 already discovered 
and put on the books of the regular office?. 
There are about 3,003 of these cases under the 
contracts already awarded and thousands 
more iu prospect. The amounts collected us 
reported to tha Treasury aggregate the neat 
sum total of $127,000, of which Mr. Sanborn’s 
share is $213,500. This tool and ally of But­ 
ler's will not realize less thau from $10,000,0J0 
to $15,000,000 from the arrangement, unless 
Congress interferes with it. Now, what does 
reason suggest in the way of a solution of tills 
stupendous fraud? for tbat it ¡3 a fraud is plain 
from the facts we have just stated. Does any 
sane man believe that the law authorizing 
these contracts was passed simply to enrich 
0:18 man; is Congress so soft and so generous 
as that? No; votes for so vast and easy a 
grab to the lucky contractors must have cost 
something. 
Nor can it be reasonably accepted tbat San­ 
born pockets all the proceeds. The rule of 
“addition, division and silence” has been prac­ 
tically illustrated again; and when the “si- 
lenee’’ shall be broken some day the white­ 
washing committee will hardly find time 
enough in Washington to cover the spattered 
reputations of certain “statesmen.” There 
are men in Congress who can name the 
thievs; dare they do it? 


S e u a lo r S tU tirz a n d th e ¡tcp u b lica n s. 
It looko a little strange, we confess, but 
nevertheless grjUUiuir, to see in the Troy 
Times, a prominent Republican paper, a re­ 
gret that Senator Hcliurz occupies such a po­ 
sition between the two parlies as to make it 
almost impossible for him to be rc-elccted 
Senator from Missouri. The Times says this 
is a pity, fur Schur&’s ability is great, and his 
position on the currency question thoroughly 
sound, while his talents make him the most 
attractive speaker iu Hie Senate, which latter 
fact is quite established by his bolding an au­ 
dience for three hours oa such a dry question 
as finance. The Times also alludes to the 
manliness of Senator Scliuiz in refusing to 
play the dcm igoguc by conciliating the Gran­ 
gers. It may then be pertinent to iuquire, if 
the Senator’s ability is so positive and un­ 
questioned and his political course so manly, 
why should not (he Republicans da themselves 
the honor to support him? Mr. Scliurz, as 
have most of the Liberals when the fight be­ 
comes the old fight between the Republican 
and Democratic parties, lias announced him­ 
self as a Republican; and certainly if the Re­ 
publican party can get him to forgive the idi­ 
otic caricatures of himself that disgraced the 
campaign of ’72. it does but a trilling favor by 
bringing so able a friend back so its leader­ 
ship. When public men are eo profligate and 
so absolutely sodden with corruption as in 
til eso timc3, one who is confessedly pare and 
true to Ins political ideas is worth an ermv cf 
place-hunters. 


C rem ation. 
In the opinion of oar contemporary, the 
World, the debate upon cremation, or a revival 
0. the ancient practice of burning the dead, is 
beginning to assume a looking toward practi­ 
cal results. Tae Freeman bus heretofore said 
that tbe time is approaching when something 
will have to bo done respecting our tasliion of 
disposing of oar dead. Tne idea that to burn 
t ic dear remaius of our loved and lest ones 
would conduce to forgetfulness of their virtues 
an 1 irroveic.ic * towards the sacred clay which 
for years enshrined them, we think is falla­ 
cious. Nothing Í3 more striking among the 
monuments of old Rome than the witness 
which they bear to the deep and abiding aflec- 
tio.i which actuated the hearts of men in that 
ante-Christiun era toward the memory of their 
dead. They burned the defunct and loathsome 
body, and preserved its residuum' or ashes in 
urns. These were deposited in the homes in 
which when living the departed walked and 
talked. Thus death, the gloomiest of horrors 
to the eyes and imagination of this century, 
was fobbed of its ghastliness by heathen taste 
and skill; ami an association much closer and 
dearer than any possible under the system of 
inhumation, was established between the livin, 
and the dead. We cannot pursue the subject 
now, but call attention to it, and only ask that 
in its consideration prejudice and the notions 
of a one-sided education may be laid aside.

HOUSE. 
BILLS INTRODUCED. 
Bv Mr. CANNON of Utah, for the admission 
of Utah into the Uuiou as a state. 
By Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts, to pre­ 
vent maladministration in the civil service by 
officers against whom articles of impeachment 
are presented; also to enable members of Con­ 
gress to do public business with tlieir constit­ 
uents and other departments of the govern­ 
ment and to limit the franking privilege to 
certain newspapers.

The second section provides that ail news­ 
papers regularly printed and not advertising 
sheets simply shall go free of postage through 
the mails In the county where they are pub­ 
lished, but shall not bo delivered under the 
free delivery system. 
The third section requires all postal matter 
to bo prepaid. 
Mi*. KASSON of Indiana, for the appoint­ 
ment of a joint commission to examine na­ 
tional lines of water communication. 
Messrs. 7 YNEIl of Indiana and FORT of 
Illinois endeavored to get through under a 
suspension of the rule3 bills providing for the 
tree transmission of newspapers within the 
county and Lee circulation of Agricultural 
Commissioner’s reports. Both failed. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts moved to 
suspend the rule3 and adopt tne resolution 
advising heads of departments and officers of 
the House that it is the sense of tha lloase 
that in discharging clerks, officers and em­ 
ployees from public service in their several 
departments they shall discharge civilians 
who have not been in the army or navy, and 
shall retain disabled soldiers and sailors and 
wives, widows and daughters of soldiers or 
sailors, provided they are competent to per­ 
form their respective duties, and provided 
that two members of one family shall not be 
employed iu the same department in Washing­ 
ton, and tbat it shall be in order for the Com­ 
mittee 011 Appropriations to embody this 
proposition in one of the regular appropria­ 
tion bills. Agreed to, and the resolution was 
adopted. 
Mr. G. F. HOAR moved to suspend the rules 
and adopt the resolution instructing ilia Com­ 
mittee for the District of Columbia to report 
a bill compelling tbe payment of the wages of 
school teachers of llie district, lie remarked 
that they bad not been paid since September 
last aud that the women. teachers, who arc 
dependent on their wages,are compelled lo go 
without shoes. 
The rules were suspended and the resolu­ 
tion adopted. 
Mr. SCHUMAKER of New York moved to 
suspend the rules and pass the bill extending 
to unnaturalized enlisted men of the navy and 
marine corps the same privileges as to ob­ 
taining citizenship as unnaturalize, enlisted 
men of the army now have. After some in­ 
formal discussion the .motion w.’.s agreed to 
and the bill passed. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee moved to sus­ 
pend the rules and make the currency bill the 
special order for Wednesday of next week, to 
Hie exclusion of all other orders except appro­ 
priation bills.

In the absence 
of the occupant of a room, the fire from the 
grate reached tbe carpet and spread to the 
floor and walls, the cracking of which gave 
the first intimation of the mischief on foot. 
It wu3 immediately extinguished, without 
further trouble, although the burning must 
have been going on quite three hours. The 
escape from a serious conflagration was due 
to the fact that the room rested on brick 
arches and iron girders, with cement for floors 
and hollow brick and hard plaster for parti­ 
tions. 
—During the voyage of the John o’ Gaunt 
from Manilla to San Francisco a seaman fell 
overboard, and had lo do battle with a very 
stormy sea and with sharks for about an hour. 
Both his vital energy uud personal courage 
must have been of the best, for the sharks 
mauc a determined cflort lo dismember him, 
and did succeed in stripping the flesh oil his 
hand; bat by active tactics in diving and 
dodging and splashing the seaman kept the 
finny monsters at bay aud himself about until 
he was picked up by a boat from the ship.-

The migration of nearoes from Alabama 
and Georgia is thus notice I by the New Or­ 
leans Picayune: 
It is s.ii I by newspaper correspondents that 
the colored laborers are migrating by thous­ 
ands towards Mississippi and Louisiana, and 
f irthwiili many speculations are indulged in 
as to what may be the result, it is said that 
the regions bordering immediately on the 
Mississippi and her lower tributaries will re­ 
ceive the bulk of the negroes, and be con­ 
trolled polit’caliy by that race for years to 
come, producing a profusion of races as well 
as politics. It is deduced as a collary that the 
rest of the South will be speedily. filled with 
white laborers who will occupy tho deserted 
plantations. 
In Alabama, whore there is alarm at the 
loss ol so much valuable labor, there is also 
rejoicing at the opportunity now afforded tor 
wresting the state permanently from the Re­ 
publican party. Georgia will not be affected 
politically by the beglra. The whites have 
overwhelming control of affairs in that stale, 
mi I the loss of black labor is readily replaced 
with white. Indeed, the increased produc­ 
tion of cotton and cereals is due to the in­ 
creased widte labor in wliat is known as the 
white districts. While the black countie3 last 
year fell oil iu production of cotton to an enor­ 
mous extent, the white counties maintained 
their position, and in many cases doubled 
their yield. The position of Mississippi can­ 
not be affected politically by tbe invasion from 
Alabama. Commercially, she will probably 
be benefit ted. 
In the case of Louisiana the increase of the 
black population in Hie country will be more 
than offset by the growing disproportion be­ 
tween the white aud black population of New 
Orleans. I mast be borne in mind that every 
year there is a flowing population westward. 
Texas is Tilling up so rapidly that the entire 
black population which is now moving across 
Alabama and Mississippi would be lost in the 
immense plains of the great empire, tíiuce 
Is70 'Texas lias received an accession of not 
less than -100,000 people, one-fourth of whom, 
if we may judge by comparison of party votes 
in the late election, were negroes. Á black 
population of 100,000 means a voting black 
population of not less than 25.000. These black 
voters have beeu drawn principally from Lou- 
iriuna and Mississippi. 
Ilence, we conclude that an immigration 
from the eastern Gulf States of even larger 
proportion than what is represented by tbe 
uncertain newspaper reports would not neces­ 
sarily add to the number of blacks in either 
Mississippi or Louisiana. 
Tim exodus of 
blacks is greater than the influx. That this 
Is true is;iiempnstrated by the tact that, not­ 
withstanding a constantly decreasing of acre­ 
age of planting, there is a coustaut demand 
for laborers. Whatever the ballots may indi­ 
cate, there is no doubt that the white popula­ 
tion of Louisiana is increasing and the black 
population decreasing. ’J he tears entertained 
so widely that Louisiana will full permanently 
or for any long period, or for any period at 
all, into the hands of the negroes, may be dis­ 
missed as one of the delusions which so often 
seizes the unreflecting mind. 
In speaking of a vast exodus of population, 
persons who write of such matters must re­ 
member that the moving of 5,000 voters means 
the moving of 25,000 people, men, women and 
children, and that to remove that number 
would require a daily train, such as is now 
run upon the Alabama Central railroad, for 
lOOdays. Of the 5,000 who go out, many re­ 
turn after a brief experience iu a now home, 
and the places of many of those who do not 
return are tilled by immigration from adjoin­ 
ing states lo the cast anil west. We venture 
to say that the present movement will not 
materially uflect the proportion of races in 
the Gulf states. Texas is the safety-valve of 
the south. Every negro who moves to Texas 
is swallowed up and lost in a political power. 
In the meantime the white population of Ibe 
Soulheru states is steadily increasing. 


—It is stated that the testimony of special 
agent Jayne has had great effect upon the 
Committee on Ways and Means. They were 
very much prejudiced against him before he 
gave his testimony, but the Republican mem­ 
bers of the committee with remarkable unan­ 
imity admit that statements made by him de­ 
serve the closest attention. Jaynes’ private 
records if the facts, in them cannot be dis­ 
proved, disclose a systematic dishonesty 
among importers humiliating lo contemplate, 
lie will continue his evidence before the com­ 
mittee in the presence of llie representatives of 
the New York Chamber of Com mere?, who, it 
is understood, are lo be permitted to have the 
right of cross-examination.

After tbe sentence of Brady, and the dis­ 
charge of Hobbs, District Attorney Cromwell 
moved the trial of Joseph Waltz, Indicted for 
the murder of Huich^r the scissors griuder. 
Waltz was brought into Court by Sheriff Coon 
ley and his deputies and took a seat in the 
prisoner’s box, bi3 old father accompanying 
him and taking a seat beside him. 
While the 
oldv man feels deeply for his son as is evinced 
by his every look and the oft repeated slglm 
that esoapa from him a3 he looks and rea­ 
lizes the awful position his son, is placed in, 
the young man eceiB3 to take no special' inte­ 
rest in what i3 going on about him, and were 
it not for his extreme paleness, caused by his 
long confinement, ha would hardly be dis­ 
tinguished from any man in hi3 station of life. 
There is nothing in I1Í3 outward appearance 
that would warrant the belief J h a t he is in­ 
sane; occasionally he makes some pleasant 
remark in a whisper to the officers who have 
him in charge and at intervals recognizes 
some friend in the audience, by a nod. 
The 
District Attorney has had Hon. J. A. Gris­ 
wold and R. II. King appointed by the Court 
to assist him in the conduct of the case.

Westbrook deserves great credit for his ener­ 
getic eflarts to secure a Jury prior to the ad­ 
journment over Sunday; and by this means 
has saved tbe county a large sum of money in 
jury fees. 
The Judge sat lili the last mo­ 
ment, and the twelfth juror was not secured 
till after live o'clock. 
At that hour, after cau­ 
tioning the jury about allowing their minds 
to be prejudiced by conversation or reading 
during the adjournment, the Judge adjourned 
court until Monday afternoon at two o’clock, 
discharging all jurors not empanneled in the 
case.—Hudson Slur.

The bed of tho stream from which the 
water ha3 been turned is a continuous^bain 
Of Btagnant pools, which are so many breed­ 
ing place3 for malarious disease. 
The neigh­ 
borhood of Denton and Now Hamplon was 
formerly a9 healthy as need be, but lately It 
hai become very unhealthy, and last summer 
nearly every pereon living in this malarious 
district was afflicted with fever and ague. 
At 
one time during the hottest part of the sum­ 
mer there wa3 hardly a house in the entire 
neighborhood but had some member of the 
family who was sick with the ague. 
Although 
the cases in which thu disease has proved fatal 
are few, still It is likely to increase rather than 
diminish in virulence. The people who live and 
own property there must either run the risk of 
losing health if not fife, or remove from the 
iufected district. 
Tho value of property is 
likely to depreciate and the region to become 
depopulated in lime unless a remedy is ap­ 
plied. 
It is thought if the bed of the stream 
is opened from New HinÉfiton up to the inlet 
of the canal so that a portion of the water of 
the Wallkiil bo turned into its old channel,that 
the locality will become healthy again. 
The 
pl.m meet3 with favor from all parties. 
The 
“ Beavers,” the people up the Kill, will not 
oppose it, because it will give them two oul- 
ets for draining their flooded Iand3 instead of 
one. 
The “Muskrats, ’ the property owners 
along the canal, will favor it. because with a

As we wont to pres3 last evening the steam­ 
boat Daniel S. Miller left Homer Ramsdeli & 
Co.’s dock to make another effort to break 
through the embargo in the Highlands. She 
had on board two of her owners, Me-srs. 
Ramsdeli and Doughty, who expressed a 
strong determination to “ put her through.’’ 
At Pollopel’s Island the first opposing iec was 
broken tlnough, and thence to a point oppo­ 
site the Cold Spring foundry tho Miller bat­ 
tled faithfully for two hoars, making about 
three-quarters of a mile during that time 
through very deep snow and ice. 
At the 
point last above named, she stuck f 1st. 
All 
on board worked with great energy with pike 
pole, bar, and all sorts of appliances in re­ 
moving the heavy body of ice and snow, for 
four hours, until the ebb tide stopped 11)001- at 
a little before midnight. 
All hands then 
“ turned in.’1 
Early this morning, at the commencement 
of flood tide, all hands were again at work, 
Working the engine and with men as before 
in digging oat the ice from under the boat. 
At this writing (seven) our informant states 
that she is still as docked as if on Allison’s 
dry dock, the ice being of the depth of the 
longest pike-pole there in use, fourteen feer, 
and in a solid bed even below that depth. The 
boat ¡3 lying perfectly safe an i easy, and from 
where she is as far down as can be secn.lhoic 
appears to be one immense unbroken body of 
this snow ice, one-aml-a-bulf incite-: only in 
thickness, and broken into small pieces, lying 
iu depth twenty feet and upwards-how deep it 
¡s it is difficult to say. The surface scarcely 
freezes,-and a good strong'wind and the 
action of the tide would wear it away in a 
short time. 
A propeller is powerful ¡0 drive a 
boat through solid ice, but as in the present 
situation of tbe Miller the boat is forced for 
her whole length upon the ice and the engine 
is powerless to render any relief. 
In such ice 
as this a sidowheel boat would be equally 
ellectlve iu getting out as into the ice. 
The 
feature of the present blockade is that the old 
winter ice has ali passed down through Hie 
Highlands, and the ice of one night after the 
late heavy snow storm has ail drifted in at one 
small space ju3t between Cold Spring and West 
Point, making an immense snowbergh ex­ 
tending from shore to shore.—Newburgh 
Journal.

No ian, tavern or hotel keeper, or person 
licensed to sell liquor, shall sell or give away 
any intoxicating liquors or wines ou Sunday, 
or upon any day upon which a general or 
special election or town meeting shall be 
held; and within one quarter of a mile from 
the place w here such general or special elec­ 
tion or town meeting shall be held, in any of 
the cities, villages or towns of this state, to 
any person whatever, U3 a beverage. 
In case 
the election or town meetings shall not lie 
general throughout the state, the provisions 
of this section in such case shall only apply to 
the city, county, village or town in widen 
such election shall be held. 
Whoever shall 
offend aguii)3t. the provisions of this section 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con­ 
viction shall be imprisoned in the county jail, 
workhouse or penitentiary not moro than 
twenty days. 


I n c q u a l i l y iu T a x a t io n . 
Mr. E d itor:—It is a common saying, the 
truth of which is almost self-evident, that “the 
poor pay the taxes.” 
That is to say, men of 
small means, owning a small amount of taxa­ 
ble property, pay a tax thereon which is very 
much greater in proportion to the value of the 
property than men of large estates, rich in 
boiitis and mortgages, and men associated in 
companies with heavy capital and correspond­ 
ingly large incomes. 
Assessors are generally 
supposed to be men of integrity, a high sense 
of justice, and go ad, practical, sound judg­ 
ment. 
They are supposed to apply the same 
rule in estimating property to rich and poor 
alike. 
Yet there seems to be a conviction in 
the minds of the community that an Assessor’s 
judgment is good ou property not worth over 
eight or ten thousand dollars; but beyond that 
point up among the fifties and hundreds of 
thousands their judgment, justice and com ­ 
mon sense seems to desert them. 
They can 
readily see the propriety of assessing a poor 
man’s house and lot worth three thousand 
dollars at one thousand, 
while across the 
street a rich man’s house aud lot, worth 
thirty 
thousand, 
is 
assessed 
at 
four 
thousand. 
The 
first 
being 
assessed 
in 
the proportion 
of 
cne 
in 
three, 
the 
second of one in seven and one-half; the first 
paying more than double the lax of the Lit­ 
ter, iu proportion to the real value of bis prop­ 
erty. 
In estimating the value of property be­ 
longing to large companies and corporations 
the case is stilt worse. 
The large capitalist, 
who owns entire blocks of buildings, with 
large incomes in rents, the heavy traders, the 
owners of water privileges, docks and store­ 
houses, large manufacturing establishments, 
&t\, pay on au average less than one-tenth of 
their proportion’ of the taxes. 
This fact is 
evident to every common observer, especially 
if he looks over the books of ihe Assessor. 
There is something peculiar iu the influence of 
a rich man on the miud of most assessors. 
Tiie moment they are brought together offi­ 
cially, the Assessor begins to grow weak in 
the back, his judgment fails him,his will gives 
away and .nothing c%n tie done, till the rich 
man consents to assess his own property, then 
the Assessor goes away delighted with getting 
ou so smoothly with this gentlemanly man of 
wealth. 
It is a shame that these things are so, but 
so they are, and so they will be, till the hard 
working tax-payers of small means arise In 
their dignity any might, and elect assessors, a 
majority of which, at least, shall have coupled 
with their honesty, justice and judgment a 
good back-bone.

CHAP. 13.

} 2. All agents or the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals shall have all the 
powers n <w conferred on them by law. Any per­ 
son who shall falsely represent or personate an of­ 
ficer, agent or m em ber of said society shall ba 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
} 3. Any officer, agent, or member of said society 
may lawfully interfere to prevent the perpetration 
of any act of cruelty upon any animal In his pres­ 
ence. Any person who shall Interfere w ith or ob­ 
struct any such officer, agent or mem ber in the dis­ 
charge of his duty, shall be guilty of a misdemean­ 
or. 
5 4. Any agent or officer of said sqcic'y may law­ 
fully destroy, or caused to lie destroyed, any ani­ 
mal found abandoned and not properly cared tor, 
appearlug in the Judgm ent of two reputable citi­ 
zens called by him to view the sam e in his presence, 
to be glandereu, injured, or diseased past recovery 
for any useful purpose. 
i 5. W hen any person arrested is at the tune of 
such arrest in charge of any vehicle draw n by or 
containing any animal, any agent of said society 
may take charge of such anim al, and ot such vehi­ 
cle and its contents, and deposit the sam e in a safe 
place of custody, or deliver ihe same into the pos­ 
session of '.he police or sheriff of the county or 
place w herein such arrest was made, who shall 
thereupon assume the custody thereof. 
5 6. All flues, penalties ami forfeitures imposed 
and collected in any county in this state under the 
provisions of every act passed, or which inav be 
passed relating to or In auv w ise alfecti g a n n u ls, 
except where otherwise provided, shall inure to 
said society in aid of the purpose for which it is in­ 
corporated. And no injunction shall be granted 
against said society, or any of its officers or agents 
except npon motion, after due notice and hearing 
thereof. 
{ 7. Upen com plaint under oath or affirmation to 
any m agistrate uiulior zed io issue w airants in 
criminal eases that the com plainant has Just aiul 
reasonable cause to suspect th a t any of the provis­ 
ions of law relating to or in anyw ise affecting ani­ 
mals are being, or are about to be violated hi any 
particular building or place, such m agistrate shall 
im mediately issue and deliver u w arrant to any 
persen authorized by law to make arrests for such 
offences, authorizing him to enter and search such 
building or place, ami to arrest any person t here 
present found vm aring anv of said laws, aud to 
bring such person before tue nearest m agistrate of 
com petent jurisdiction, to be dealt with according 
to law.

be held to include every act, omission, or neglect, 
whereby unjustifiable physical pain, suffering, or 
death is caused or p erm itted ; nml the words 
“ ow n er’’ and “ person’’shall lie held to include 
corporations as well as individuals.
